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KEPORT OF STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 



Section 10 of Act 194 of the Laws of 1889 requires the State Board of 
Education to make to the Legislature, at every regular session thereof, 
a report setting forth: 

First, The work done by the normal schools under its charge since the 
last report; 

Second, The needs and requirements of the said normal schools; 

Third, A report of the presidents of such schools concerning any mat- 
ters pertaining to -the schools that have been under their immediate 
direction and control, and such recommendations as they may deem de- 
sirable to make to the Board; 

Fourth, A financial statement showing in detail the moneys received 
and expended, together with an itemized statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures. 

In accordance with this act the State Board of Education has the 
honop of submitting this its seventeenth biennial report for the years 
1913 and 1914. 

The organization of the Board is as follows:

On November 15, 1913, Luther L. Wright resigned as Superintendent 
of Public Instruction and Secretary of the State Board of Education 
and Governor Woodbridge N. Ferris appointed Fred L. Keeler to fill the 
vacancy. 

During the past two years the Board has held meetings at least twice 
a month owing to a pressure of work occasioned by the unusual amount 
of building in progress at the several normal schools. The work of the 
Board has been letting contracts, supervising building, auditing ac- 
counts, employing new meinbers of the several faculties, granting cer- 
tificates and in other ways supplying the needs and requirements of the 
normal school system. 

The new plan for the training of special teachers has been put in 
operatiofi and the State Normal College at Ypsilanti will train teachers 
in domestic science, the Central Michigan Normal School at Mt. 
Pleasant will train teachers in agriculture and the Western State Nor- 
mal School at Kalamazoo will train teachers in manual training. Each 
normal school will grant diplomas and certificates to those graduating 
from these special courses. While this will not curtail the usefulness of 
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the other departments already organized in the normal schools, the new 
plan will insure by this concentration of effort, greater uniformity and 
thorough technical training for the special teachers. 

One of the main features of the normal school system is the summer 
school. The attendance at these summer schools is greater than at any 
time during the regular year. We believe that the normal school plant 
should be in operation during the whole year and thus give teachers who 
are employed during the school year an opportunity to enjoy the ad- 
vantages to be secured at these institutions.

YPISILANTI 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor of submitting herewith my report for 
the Michigan State Normal College for the biennial period closing 
June 30, 1914. 

Having now been for two years head of the institution I feel that 
I am qualified to speak more advisedly, concerning its character, con- 
dition and needs than I was when I made the report of the preceding 
biennial period, since at that time I had been connected with the in- 
stitution but a few weeks. 

ENROLLMENT 

The enrollment of the Normal College department during the past 
two years has not varied materially from the attendance for the pre- 
ceding biennial period. The attendance is all and more than can be 
advantageously accommodated by the present plant. The student body 
is drawn from the entire state, all but four counties being represented 
during the biennial period. Besides Michigan, twenty-one states and 
Canada contributed students. The attendance in the training school, 
which includes the kindergarten, eight elementary grades and a four- 
year high school, has been all that our buildings could care for. It is 
hoped that in the near future a new high school building will be 
erected which will enable the College to extend its work arid care for 
more students in that department, thus making more efficient its 
training of high school teachers, for which there is a demand far 
beyond the ability of the college to meet. The following table gives the 
enrollment by years:

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GRADUATES 

During the two academic years, 1912-13 and 1913-14, 1,577 were 
graduated from the College. This number is unprecedented. The 
three other normal schools together graduated about the same number. 
One unacquainted with the rapidly changing character of the teaching 
body might think that there would not be a demand in Michigan for 
such an output of teachers. It must be borne in mind, however, that 
approximately one-fourth of the more than 18,500 teachers in Michigan 
are beginners every year, so there is a yearly demand in our state of 
upwards of 4,500 teachers. The normal schools of the state, county 
normals, state university, and colleges combined are not training enough 
teachers to care for the schools of Michigan. Every available graduate 
of the Normal College in any particular year is in service before the next 
class is graduated. The graduates of the College are found in every de- 
partment of teaching from the country schools to the superintendencies 
of our cities. The following table gives the graduates by years :

SUMMER SCHOOLS 

Because of the fact that the training schools of the state are not 
graduating enough teachers to meet the demand, every year a large 
number of young people quite unprepared both in academic knowledge 
and method of teaching enter the profession. For the sake of the edu- 
cational interests of the state, the state should do something to im- 
prove the scholarship and teaching ability of these teachers. With 
this end in view summer schools have been established at the normal 
schools and at the university. More and more teachers in service are 
coming to these summer schools for new ideas and inspiration for their 
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work; 2,955 students were enrolled at the Normal College during the 
summer schools of 1912 and 1913, an average of 1,477 for each of the 
two summers. 

EXTENSION AND CORRESPONDENCE COURSES 

But the state should do more than offer opportunities for study dur- 
ing the summer. It should by means of extension courses and corres- 
pondence courses carry the normal schools to the teachers in service 
throughout the year. The remarkable success of correspondence 
schools, whether connected with universities or independent of univer- 
sities, proves that there is a great demand on the part of teachers for 
such help. The Western State Normal School has for several years 
carried on correspondence and extension work without any financial as- 
sistance from the state. During the past two years the Normal College 
has had extension classes in Bay City and several requests for such 
classes have come from other localities. The time is come when the 
state should provide for the organization and support of extension 
courses and correspondence courses in connection with the normal 
schools. It is to be hoped that the next legislature will make provision 
for extending in this direction the usefulness of the normal schools. 

COMMERCIAL COURSE 

In 1913 the Board of Education decided to undertake through the 
normal schools the training of commercial teachers for the high schools 
of the state. In order to save the state the expenses of teaching the 
commercial phases of the courses, the normal schools were authorized 
to accept credits from commercial schools approved by the Board. The 
Board has approved the Ferris Institute, Cleary Business College, De- 
troit Business Institute, and Detroit Business University. The estab- 
lishment of the course for commercial teachers was a wise move. During 
the past year thirty-one have enrolled in the course. 

STUDENT WELFARE 

I am pleased to be able to say that the effort to maintain hearty co- 
operation between the faculty of the college and the students to the end 
of advancing the welfare of the students has been gratifyingly success- 
ful. The Students' Council and the Women's Council referred to in my 
last report have been in operation two years and have proved to be help- 
ful organizations. The rules regulating the rooming houses and the social 
life of the students have been heartily approved by the women of the 
city who take students to room and by the students themselves. The 
success of the social rules is another evidence that American young 
womanhood and young manhood may be counted on always to respond 
to high ideals. 

BUILDING PROGRAM 

The last legislature with a single dissenting vote made provision for 
a building program which should extend through seven or eight years. 
The action was taken after a thorough investigation of the situation at 
3 
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the college, between twenty-five and thirty members of the legislature 
visiting Ypsilanti. 

The building program included the rebuilding of a part or all of the 
main building and an enlarging of the same, an auditorium and con- 
servatory, a men's gymnasium, a domestic science building, a high 
school addition to the training school, a hospital, and a plant house. 

A good beginning on the building program has been made. A men's 
gymnasium costing $35,000 and a plant house costing $1,000 are com- 
pleted and in use. Of the $150,000 appropriated for the auditorium, 
approximately $15,000 was paid for a site, leaving about $135,000 avail- 
able for the building. . The building will be completed in March, 1915. 
It will seat about two thousand. Its opening is eagerly looked forward 
to by the college since for more than a decade Normal Hall has been 
inadequate to hold the student body. 

The last legislature made an appropriation of $3,500 for a school 
hospital. One of the houses on the site bought for the auditorium was 
found to be suited to the purpose, and has been fitted up and is now in 
use. It will add greatly to the welfare of the students. 

Plans for other buildings are under way. When the program is com- 
pleted the College will have a plant fairly modernized and adequate to 
its needs. 

THE GENEROSITY OP THE CITY OP YPSILANTI 

I question whether any city in Michigan of the size of Ypsilanti in 
which a state institution is located has done more for its state institu- 
tion than Ypsilanti has done for the Normal College. With the excep- 
tion of the auditorium site, practically all of the land owned by the 
State of Michigan in Ypsilanti has been contributed by the citizens of 
Ypsilanti or by the city itself. On three separate occasions when the 
legislature appropriated money for buildings (the gymnasium, training 
school and science hall), but not sufficient money for the purchase of 
suitable sites, Ypsilanti has donated sites for the buildings. The last 
gift of the public spirited citizens of Ypsilanti was about thirty acres 
of farm land lying to the northwest of the college campus suitable for 
a park and garden. 

* The city is to continue its generosity by purchasing four residences 
and a store on Cross Street, which screen the auditorium from Cross 
Street, along which passes the interurban railway from Detroit to 
Kalamazoo. Two residences have already been purchased. The ground 
when cleared will be kept for a park. This park will make a beautiful 
and fitting surrounding to the new auditorium. The total cost to the 
city will be at least $20,000. 

THE NEEDS OP THE COLLEGE 

The needs of the College may be discussed under four heads: In- 
crease in salaries, additional teachers and employes, current expense, 
and special repairs and improvements. 
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INCREASE IN SALARIES 

During the last decade there has been a steady increase in the cost 
of living and a corresponding rise in salaries in all classes and grades 
of employment. The salaries of teachers have increased correspond- 
ingly. In seventy-five cities of Michigan, taken at random, paying prin- 
cipals and superintendents from $550 upwards, the average increase of 
salary of principals and superintendents for the biennial period 1911 
to 1913 was eleven and one-half per cent. For the year 1914-1915 there 
have been many notable increases in salaries of superintendents but the 
data for the entire state are not available. In only three cities of the 
one hundred investigated was there a decrease in the salary of the 
superintendent and in each instance the decrease was due to the chang- 
ing of superintendents and the coming in of a younger and less exper- 
ienced man. 

The salaries at the Normal College have not been increased propor- 
tionately to the general rise in cost of living and of salaries throughout 
the state. During the present year one of our teachers receiving a sal- 
ary of a thousand dollars resigned and we found it impossible to fill 
her place with a teacher of equal ability for less than twelve hundred 
dollars. 

In view of the nation wide advance in salaries it is but justice that 
the men and women of the normal schools of Michigan should receive 
a reasonable increase in compensation. An average of five per cent in- 
crease on our present salary schedule would enable the College to deal 
fairly with teachers and employes who have not had an increase in 
salary during recent years. Five per cent of our salary schedule is 
approximately $9,000. 

NEW TEACHERS 

The College is in need of additional teachers in the departments of 
history, geography, psychology, music, drawing and household arts. 
For years the department of history has been unable to meet the de- 
mands made upon it. Students have been denied admittance to the de- 
partment on account of the crowded condition of the classes, while at 
the same time the department has been unable to offer certain courses 
which it is very important that it should give. The geography depart- 
ment has been getting on with inexperienced student assistants, chang- 
ing frequently, because of lack of funds. The classes in psychology and 
pedagogy are every term too large for effective work and the same is 
true of the classes in public school music. It has been the hope and 
expectation of the College to extend the work in drawing to meet the 
increased demand of the public school system of the state. To do so 
will require the addition of another teacher.. 

For several years the duties of the Dean of Women and the director- 
ship of the Department of Household Arts have been administered by 
the same person, but with necessary loss of efficiency in both depart- 
ments. No greater responsibility rests upon the College than that of 
the welfare of the twelve hundred young women who are in attendance 
as students in preparation for teaching. Clearly their welfare demands 
the full time and attention of the Dean of Women. It must also be 
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noted that the course in household arts has been lengthened from two 
to three years, thus increasing by one-half the work in that department. 
For this reason it is no longer possible for one woman to meet the de- 
mands of the Deanship of Women and also the headship of the Depart- 
ment of Household Arts. 

The salaries of the six new teachers would aggregate approximately 
$10,000.00, an average of $ 1,600.00. 

ADDITIONAL EMPLOYES 

During the last year the College erected a men's gympasium and by 
March, 1915, the auditorium will be in use. The care of these two 
buildings will make necessary the employment of one more janitor at 
$700. The care of our plant house and garden together with the care 
of the lawns, trees and shrubbery of the campus demands an experienced 
gardener. The salary of a gardener is estimated at $1,500.00. 

CURRENT EXPENSES 

The income of the College for current expenses should be increased 
by $7,000. Our buildings are old and the necessary yearly repairs ex- 
tensive. The plumbing is constantly giving out. Much of the furniture 
is old and should be gradually replaced. Nearly all of our laboratories, 
should have considerable increase in apparatus and nearly all depart- 
ments need illustrative material. The library is greatly in need of ad- 
ditional funds for books. With the two new buildings in use the bilte 
for fuel and lighting will be considerably increased. 

Fifteen hundred dollars should be spent for each of the two years of 
the biennial period on the campus. The trees need attention, a large 
part of the walks must be rebuilt and new ones laid out. Grading,, 
sodding and planting must be done about the auditorium and new 
gymnasium. For years the campus has been neglected because of lack 
of money and the time has come when it should be given attention. An 
increase of $7,000 for current expenses will do much to renew the equip- 
ment and care for the campus. 

INCREASED APPROPRIATION FOR CURRENT EXPENSES 

The annual income of the College for the past two years outside of 
the legislative appropriation was $33,140.22, derived from tuition fees,, 
diploma fees, laboratory fees, interest on the land grant and bank de- 
posits. The legislative appropriation for current expenses is $185,- 
000.00 annually for the present biennial period. 

The estimated needs of the College for the next biennial period totals 
$249,796.65 annually. Estimating that the income from fees and in- 
terest will be the same as for the past two years, the budget calls for 
an annual legislative appropriation of $216,656.00, an increase of $31,- 
656.00. I realize that with the demands of other institutions and other 
state interests and the necessity of keeping taxation within reasonable 
limits, it is altogether unlikely that the legislature would feel war- 
ranted in making so large an increase in our annual income, but I feel 
sure that the service which the Normal College is rendering the state 
and its evident needs warrant the board in asking the legislature for 
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an increase in the annual appropriation for current expenses of $25,- 
€00.00, making a total of $210,000.00. 

SPECIAL REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

In addition to the appropriations for current expenses the legislature 
has Menially made appropriations for special repairs and replacements. 
The last legislature appropriated $7,500.00 for each, of the two years of 
the biennial period which enabled the College to install radiation in 
the training school and science hall, paint the exterior and decorate 
the interior of the training school, add steel ceilings and in some rooms 
new floors, and paint the gymnasium. 

SPECIAL NEEDS 

The special needs for the coming biennial period are the following : 

Kebuilding steps to the women's gymnasium, reno- 
vating the basement, laying a new floor, installing 

showers, dressing rooms and lockers $ 20,000 00 

New pipe organ 15,000 00 

Athletic field 7,000 00 

Tank and filter for men's gymnasium 17,000 00 

Repairing and seating of training school chapel 1,500 00 

Total $60,500 00 

The old gymnasium was built twenty-five years ago. As is usual the 
lockers, dressing rooms, showers and tanks are in the basement. The 
floor of the basement and the linings of the pools are made of ordinary 
concrete. The partitions for the showers were of southern pine and the 
lockers of wood. During the twenty-five years the floors have become 
broken and have been repeatedly patched, as have also the linings of 
the pools. The pine partitions of the showers have rotted, and most of 
the showers are out of commission. The entire basement of the old 
gymnasium will now be used exclusively by the women, as the new men's 
gymnasium is completed, and should be completely renovated. The 
wooden steps to the gymnasium are giving out and should be replaced 
by a concrete structure. The cost of the new. floors, linings to pools, 
plumbing, showers, lighting, lockers, dressing rooms, and steps will be 
about $20,000.00. It must be remembered that there are on the aver- 
age over twelve hundred women in the College to provide accommoda- 
tions for. 

Pipe Organ 

There is in Normal Hall a small pipe organ which has been in use 
thirty-five years. It is altogether too small, too worn out and generally 
out of date to be installed in the new auditorium. A pipe organ ade- 
quate to the new auditorium would cost not less than $15,000.00. Our 
present organ could be kept and used for practice purposes by the 
students of the conservatory. 
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Athletic Field 

The College has no suitable athletic field. It has a few detached 
pieces of ground on which are located tennis courts, a base ball field 
and a foot ball field. Some of these detached pieces will soon be occu- 
pied by buildings. No one will question that the College should furnish 
suitable opportunity for outdoor recreation for its fifteen hundred 
students. Seven thousand dollars would purchase sufficient acreage to 
secure the College adequate campus for all future time. 

Tank and Filter for Men's Gymnasium 

The old gymnasium in the future will be used exclusively by the 
women and the two small swimming tanks are in the basement of the 
old gymnasium. A tank should be installed in the men's gymnasium. 
In connection with it there should be a filter. A filter would save fuel 
for heating the water for the pools as the same water could be used 
almost indefinitely. It requires but a few hours to filter the water and 
turn it into the pool as fresh as at first. In the second place, the city 
water in Ypsilanti is charged with iron and leaves an iron stain on 
pools, wash bowls and everything else it is allowed to remain in. Our 
old tanks are unsightly because of this stain. The expense of keeping 
a tank clean by the use of acids would be considerable and it would be 
economy to use a filter which would remove the iron from the water. 

Training School Chapel 

The chapel of the training school needs a new floor and the ceiling 
needs repairing. It also needs retinting and reseating. 

SUGGESTED LEGISLATION 

Inasmuch as these repairs and improvements are needed at once and 
as unquestionably the legislature will feel unable to give any large 
amount for special repairs in view of the appropriation for building 
which the College is receiving, I suggest that these repairs be taken out 
of the $700,000.00 appropriated to the College for building purposes. 
This would necessitate a slight amendment to the original appropria- 
tion bill putting the expenditure of the building funds within the 
discretion of the Board. 

EDUCATIONAL STANDING OF THE NORMAL COLLEGE. 

Before coming to the Normal College I frequently heard it remarked 
by educators that in respect of the scholarship and productive activity 
of its faculty, and the general character of its courses, the Michigan 
State Normal College was unsurpassed by any institution of its kind 
in the United States. This assuredly was my opinion. On coming to 
know the faculty and institution as only the executive head can know 
them, I am pleased to say that it is my conviction that the reputation 
of the College is well merited. 

It should be the purpose of Michigan, and I believe it is, to maintain 
the high standard which the College has attained. To do so in this day 
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of rapid educational advancement will be no .easy task. Civilization is 
expensive. High grade educational institutions cost money, but ex- 
perience has proved that no financial outlay yields such large returns 
to an individual, a state or a nation as expenditures for education. The 
history of Germany is convincing proof of this statement.

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CENTRAL MICHIGAN NORMAL SCHOOL 

MT. PLEASANT 

To the Honorable the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit herewith my official report 
as president of the Central Michigan Normal School for the biennial 
period ending July 1, 1914. 

GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS 

The campus of the Central Michigan Normal School is composed of 
four blocks of land lying in what is designated as the Normal School 
addition to the city of Mt. Pleasant. Exclusive of streets, the grounds 
cover an area of about nineteen acres, seven of which are a native for- 
est, containing a great variety of native forest trees. This forest forms 
a beautiful background for the main normal school building and fur- 
nishes an inexhaustible supply of botanical and zoological material for 
normal school classes. The remaining portion of the campus originally 
formed a part of a farm and, when it came in possession of the state, 
contained no trees or shrubbery of any kind. The grounds are now 
beautifully laid out and ornamented with elms, maples, oaks and var- 
ious kinds of shrubbery, giving the normal school one of the most 
beautiful locations in the country. 

Exclusive of the new Agriculture and General Science building, 
which is in process of construction, there are now located on the campus 
four buildings, as follows: 

First. The main Normal School Building, in which are located the 
administration offices, twenty-two large, well lighted and well warmed 
and ventilated class rooms, one retiring room for women teachers, one 
rest room for women students, committee room, five offices for heads 
of departments, toilet rooms for the men and the women, a shop for 
janitors' use, and a chapel seating seven hundred fifty people. 

Second. The Training School Building, which contains a kinder- 
garten and eight grade rooms, each having a seating capacity of thirty- 
five children. In addition to the eight grade rooms, there are eight 
recitation rooms in which subdivisions of the grades are taught b;y 
student teachers under the supervision of the regular critic teachers. 
The building also contains the office of the Superintendent of the Train- 
ing School, a retiring room for the women teachers and a chapel having 
a seating capacity of about four hundred. In the basement are located 
the toilet rooms, the janitors' room, and rooms devoted to the depart- 
ment of manual training and domestic science. 

Third. The heating and lighting plant. This building contains a 
battery of four boilers for heating and power purposes, and engine and 
dynamo room, pump room, an office for the engineer, a supply room and 
bunker room having a capacity for storing about 500 tons of coal. 
There are three conduits connecting this building with the Normal 
School Building, the Training School and the new Gymnasium. 
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Fourth. The Physical Training Building or Gymnasium. This 
building contains suites of offices for the director of physical training 
and his assistants, a lecture room, laboratory and apparatus room for 
the department of physiology and hygiene, a ladies' rest room, a game 
room, 33 feet by 60 feet, and a fine floor 60 feet by 103 feet, for the 
regular class drills in physical training. The basement contains a 
swimming pool 18 feet by 40 feet in area and a depth varying from 
2y 2 to 6 feet, shower baths, locker rooms, toilets, etc., for both the men 
and the women. This building is filling a long felt need in this in- 
stitution. 

THE NEW AGRICUI/TURB AND GENERAL SCIENCE BUILDING 

The legislature of 1913 made an appropriation of $100,000 for a new 
Agriculture and General Science Building, which is now under con- 
struction. This building, which will be modern in every detail, will 
contain on the first floor the departments of Agriculture and Psychology 
and Education; on the second floor will be located the departments of 
Biology and Geography; while the whole of the third floor will be de- 
voted to the department of Chemistry and Physics. This building will 
enable us to move our science work from the basement rooms in the 
main normal school building where the light, ventilation, and general 
facilities have been entirely inadequate, and will give us as complete 
quarters for science work as can be found in any similar institution in 
the country. 

ESTIMATED VALUE OF GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS 

The following is a fair estimate of the value of the grounds and 
buildings : 

Grounds $ 30,000 

Main normal school building 95,000 

Training school building 50,000 

Phvsical training building 55,000 

Conduits 12,500 

Central heating and lighting plant 30,000 

Science building (when completed) 100,000 

Total $ 372,500 

The estimated value of the equipment of the buildings, including 
library, furniture, apparatus, works of art, pianos, office equipment and 
supplies, etc., is $45,000, making a total estimated value of the property 
of the school $417,500. 

COURSES OF STUDY 

The Central Normal year book for 1913-14 shows many improve- 
ments in the contents and display of the various courses ottered by the 
school. The following is a brief description of the courses: 

1. The Elementary Rural School Course. This course is designed to 
prepare teachers for service in the rural schools of the State. To enter 
the course, students must have passed the eighth grade of a public 
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school course. The studies required cover all common school subjects 
and some advanced work in English, science, mathematics and history. 
Work is also required in psychology and school management. Twenty- 
four weeks' practice teaching in the training school, under expert criti- 
cism, is also required. About seven terms of twelve weeks each are re- 
quired to complete the course. Graduates from this course are given 
certificates valid in Michigan for three years in schools employing not 
to exceed two teachers. 

2. The Advanced Rural School Course. This course is designed to 
prepare teachers for positions in the rural schools, consolidated schools, 
and village schools employing not to exceed three teachers. The follow- 
ing classes of students may be admitted to this course without ex- 
amination : 

a. Graduates from the Elementary Rural School Course. 

b. Those who have completed the tenth grade in an approved high 
school. 

c. Holders of second grade certificates who present a statement 
from the county commissioner under whom they taught, certifying that 
they are successful teachers. 

d. Graduates from ten grade schools subject to the discretion of the 
Rural School Committee. 

Students completing this course will receive a state certificate signed 
by the State Board of Education and the President of the Normal 
School. This certificate is valid for five years in all classes of rural 
schools and in village schools employing not to exceed three teachers. On 
statisfactory proof of success in teaching, the certificate may be renewed 
once for a period of three years without examination. 

3. The Limited Certificate Course. This is a forty-two weeks' course 
for graduates from approved high schools, and is designed especially 
to prepare teachers for service in the primary and grammar grades of 
city and village schools. Students having completed the tenth grade 
of a public school system can complete this course in three years, doing 
two years of academic work in the normal. 

4. The Life Certificate Course. This is a two years' course for high 
school graduates, or those who have an equivalent training and pre- 
pares teachers for service in any grade of the state public school 
system. 

5. Special Course in Agriculture and Allied Sciences. To enter this 
course, students must be graduates from a four years' high school course 
or must have had an equivalent training. The course leads to a life 
certificate and is designed to fit young men as teachers of agriculture 
and the physical and biological sciences in the smaller high schools of 
the state. 

6. The Kindergarten Course. A two years' course for high school 
or college graduates. 

7. The Public School Music Course. Designed to prepare super- 
visors of music in the public schools of the state. 

8. The Public School Drawing Course. This is a two years' course 
for high school graduates and prepares supervisors of drawing for the 
public schools. 

9. In addition to the above eight courses, a preparatory course of 
two years is offered, bridging over the ground between the rural school 
course and the two years' life certificate course. 
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Classes in the branches required by law for the various county certifi- 
cates are on the schedule every term of the year, so that students desir- 
ing to prepare for the county examinations can always be accommo- 
dated.

ATTENDANCE 

The attendance during the biennial period covered by this report has 
not been quite up to that of the preceding biennial period. The falling 
off has been entirely on the Rural School Courses, due to the fact that 
two years ago a tuition fee of $5 was assessed all rural school students, 
whereas prior to that time the tuition had been free. The total falling 
off in rural school attendance amounts to nearly 150 students. Then, 
too, the increasing number of county normal training classes, organized 
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in the territory from which Central Normal draws its students, has 
caused a further falling off of students preparing to teach in rural 
schools. There has, however, been a satisfactory increase in the num- 
ber of high school graduates, so that during the last year the number 
of this class of students was in excess of any previous year in the his- 
tory of the school. The attendance by terms during the last two years 
has been as follows :

A comparison of the above report with the report of the biennial period 
preceding shows an increase of sixty-seven in the number of graduates. 

Practically all of the graduates from this school engage in educa- 
tional work in this State. 
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THE LIBRARY 

The library is one of the most useful adjuncts of the school. During 
the period covered by this report its equipment and efficiency have 
been largely increased. The number of books on the shelves now ap- 
proximates 18,000 — an increase of about 3,000 volumes^ during the last 
two years. 

There is imperative need of more room for the storage of books and 
a larger reading room for the use of the students. The books are now 
shelved in the reading room and would, without any doubt, all be lost 
in case a fire should break out. A fire-proof addition to the main build- 
ing, having a capacity for shelving 50,000 volumes, should be provided 
for in the immediate future. This is necessary not only for the safety 
of the books but also to provide room for future growth, as all available 
shelving is now filled. This addition would enable us to use the room 
now occupied by stacks as an enlargement of our present reading 
room, which is very much needed. 

WORKS OP ART 

We believe that a beautiful and artistic environment is a strong fac- 
tor in education, and one especially necessary in such a school as this, 
where students carry the influences and ideas gained directly into the 
lives of the communities where they go as teachers. 

That we may effect such a condition here, care has been taken in 
laying out and beautifying the grounds, and in selecting a collection 
of pictures and casts, having not only a decorative value, but also 
illustrating the great periods of art history. 

The school now owns about 100 pictures and 20 casts, at a cost of 
more than $2,000 and these, we believe, exert one of the strongest in- 
fluences of the school. The pictures include large carbon photographs 
of the best quality, and the hand colored lithographs and prints, all 
artistically framed. 

The various schools of painting and the great masterpieces of sculp- 
ture and architecture are represented. The early Italian, the Italian 
Renaissance, the early Dutch, Flemish, German, and Spanish schools 
are all represented, as well as some of the best things from the modern 
French, English, Dutch, German and American art. The American 
mural painters are represented by Sargent's frieze of "The Prophets," 
Alexander's "Evolution of the Book," and two panels from Abbey's 
frieze of the Holy Grail. The art department has a small but very 
good collection of Japanese prints, illustrating the fine art of these 
most artistic people. 

The finest cast owned by the school is a reproduction of Thorwaldsen's 
"Triumphal Entry of Alexander into Babylon." This decorates the 
two side walls of the chapel. This sculptor is also represented by a 
cast of his statue "Hebe," and the two reliefs, "Day" and "Night," 
which are placed in the large hall of the main building. 

The chapel, library, halls, and stairways and the grade rooms of the 
training school have so far received the pictures and casts, it being 
thought best to leave the classrooms until these places of more general 
use were supplied. It is the plan, however, to add decorations suitable 
to the various departments as rapidly as possible, and so to realize the 
5 
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ideal school which uplifts and educates by its silent influences, as well 
as by its more active agents. 

THE TRAINING SCHOOL 

The Training School is the laboratory of the Normal School. Here 
practical application is made of the theories and methods discussed 
in the departments of psychology and pedagogy and in the teachers' 
professional classes taught by the heads of the normal departments. 

A superintendent and a corps of nine thoroughly trained and ex-, 
perienced critic teachers plan, supervise and criticise the work of the 
normal students while engaged in the twenty-four weeks of practice 
teaching required of all students before graduation. The purpose of 
the normal school is to send out into the state each year a body of 
young men and women, thoroughly trained, both in an academic and 
a pedagogical sense, and who have had practical experience in teach- 
ing under expert criticism. 

The Training School is a school of observation as well as a school 
of practice. Our ambition is to make it a model school in every respect. 
To this end a model course of study is followed, free textbooks and 
all necessary appliances are furnished, and latest and most approved 
school furniture is used, and the walls of the schoolrooms and corri- 
dors are hung with beautiful works of art. Practice teachers are 
given opportunities to see practical demonstrations of work in physi- 
cal training, manual training, and domestic science. Frequent model 
lessons are taught by the critic teachers and special teachers of music 
and art. This furnishes an excellent opportunity for the students to 
observe work done by experts under the most favorable conditions. 
High ideals are set up which students are encouraged to try to realize 
in their own teaching. 

In addition to the above it ought to be a legitimate function of the 
training school to test various methods and devices, make a study of 
problems of public education and through frequently published bulle- 
tins report the results of its tests, studies, etc., to the Department of 
Public Instruction, and to the superintendents and supervisors engaged 
in active work in the State. Our normal schools should be leaders and 
not mere followers. To this end, I mean to ask the coming session of 
the legislature for a small appropriation to enable this school to at- 
tempt some work of this character. 

The Training School is annually sending teachers into the high 
schools of the State. In order that they may be well trained for high 
school service the scope of the training school work should be enlarged 
to include at least the ninth and tenth grades. This would afford op- 
portunity for practice teaching and observation which is prohibited 
under the present organization. This enlargement cannot be made at 
the present time on account of lack of room. 

The Training School is in need of a model children's library in charge 
of a trained children's librarian. A start has been made in this direc- 
tion by placing at the disposal of the children in each room a small 
number of carefully selected books. A room fitted up with suitable 
stacks, reading tables, etc., is needed and should be provided at as early 
a date as possible. 
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students' loan fund 

According to the provisions of Act No. 171 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan for 1903, entitled "An act for the incorporation of associa- 
tions not for pecuniary profit," a Students' Loan Association has been 
established in the Central Michigan Normal School. The purpose of 
this association is to assist needy students by making to them loans 
of money for such time and at such rate of interest as the Board of 
Directors may deem advisable, the purpose of said loan being to en- 
able said students to pursue courses of study in the Central Michigan 
Normal School. At the time of writing this report the total amount 
of money in this fund was $990.36. This fund has been the means of 
enabling many worthy students to continue their work in school until 
graduation, who otherwise would have found it impossible to do so. 
Though many small loans have been made, not one cent has been lost 
by the borrowers failing to make payment. 

THE SUMMER SCHOOL 

The summer term at the Central Normal has come to be one of the 
most important terms of the school year. A large number of teachers 
who are in active service during the regular school year, avail them- 
selves of the opportunities offered in the summer school. The attend- 
ance during the summer term of 1912 was 543, that of 1913 was 596, 
while during the summer of 1914 the attendance ran up to 640 — the 
largest summer attendance in the history of the school. The majority of 
summer school students pursue studies that count toward the completion 
of some regular course of study. Many avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity offered for observation of expert teaching in the Training School, 
which is kept in operation during five weeks of the term, while a con- 
siderable number pursue such studies as they need to review in order to 
pass the county examination. 

The commissioners of a large number of counties in Central Michigan 
have abandoned the usual county institute and have become affiliated 
with Central Normal. To meet the needs of teachers from these coun- 
ties, a large number of institute review courses are offered. In these 
courses thorough instruction is given in the academic phases of the sub- 
jects pursued and at the same time some emphasis is placed upon meth- 
ods and principles of teaching. 

For the special benefit of the commissioners themselves, there are held 
each summer a series of "Commissioners' Round Tables" for the discus- 
sion of topics of mutual interest. These meetings have been largely 
attended and have always been full of interest. 

A very important and inspiring feature of the summer school is the 
course of lectures and entertainments given by eminent educators and 
entertainers. During the summer of 1913 the following course was car- 
ried out:

SCHOOL SPIRIT AND SOCIAL LIFE 

A noticeable feature of the Central State Normal is the admirable 
spirit of good fellowship and loyalty to the school. It is felt by every 
member of the school, student or teacher, and commented upon by every 
observant visitor. Loyalty to the school is the watchword of the insti- 
tution. The influence of this spirit upon the daily life of the students 
makes mandatory or restrictive rules unnecessary. With almost no 
rules except a few that are only advisory, our students come and go in 
school and out, as self respecting, well ordered citizens. 

This spirit is, we believe, partly due to the fact that the members of 
the faculty are not merely classroom teachers, but take an active interest 
and part in all the activities and organizations of the school, athletic, 
social, or religious, as well as a personal interest in the individual stu- 
dent. Members of the faculty are enthusiastic spectators at all athletic 
contests, two or more are active members of each fraternal or social 
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organization, and at all social functions they are cheerful participants. 
The faculty gives a general reception at the beginning of each term, the 
president gives the usual reception to the seniors, and the teachers fre- 
quently invite their classes to their homes. In addition to these, parties 
are frequently given by the students, but they are always subject to the 
permission and regulations of the Social Committee, which is made up 
of five members of the faculty. These parties always close at a suitable 
hour stated by the committee, and are properly chaperoned. 

SPECIAL NEEDS OP THE SCHOOL 

The Legislature of 1913 dealt so generously with the Central State 
Normal School that the special needs of the institution for the next two 
years are not very numerous. There are, however, a few matters that 
should be taken care of as soon as the necesary funds can be provided. 

1. In letting the contract for the construction of the new Agriculture 
and General Science building it was found necessary for the State Board 
of Education to omit several items in order to bring the contract with- 
in the appropriation. The principal items omitted were the following: 
(1) One boiler in heating plant; (2) The extension of the smoke stack 
at the heating and power plant; (3) The motor and fan together with 
the necessary galvanized iron conduits leading from the plenum room 
to the various classrooms, laboratories, offices, etc., of the Agriculture 
and Science building; (4) The thermostatic temperature regulation, and 
(5) The completing of the equipment of the building. After going over 
the various items with the architect, I have concluded that an appro- 
priation of |20,000 will be necessary to properly complete and equip the 
building* 

2. Inasmuch as the State Board of Education has designated the 
Central State Normal School as the training center for teachers of 
agriculture, it would seem that a farm of from 40 to 80 acres is neces- 
sary to go with the new Agriculture and Science building, in order to 
furnish proper facilities for the training of special teachers of agricul- 
ture. An appropriation of $12,000 will be adequate for this purpose. If 
this farm is located near the Normal School a portion of it might be 
used for a much needed athletic field. 

3. An appropriation of $2,500 should be made for putting in a com- 
bination gallery and running track in the gymnasium. 

4. The main normal school building, the training school building 
and the gymnasium are in need of painting and the walls of all rooms, 
corridors, etc., need re-decorating. For this purpose an appropriation 
of $2,500 will be necessary. 

5. Provision ought to be made for the safe keeping of our rapidly 
growing library. The library now contains about 18,000 volumes and 
is housed in the main building, which is not fireproof. A fireproof 
addition to the main building, having a capacity for shelving 50,000 
volumes can be built for $25,000 and should be provided at as early a 
date as possible. 

6. A suitable building should be provided for the manual training and 
domestic science departments. At the present time this work is car- 
ried on in the basement of the training school building. The rooms 
are poorly lighted and ventilated and do not contain space enough for 
successfully carrying on these lines of work. An appropriation of 
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|30,000 would provide ample facilities for these departments of work. 
While it may not be advisable to ask the Legislature of 1915 for all 
of the above items, they should, in my opinion, be included in the budget 
in order that our needs for the future may be known to our law makers. 
The amount of money necessary for salaries of teachers and other 
employes and for library, apparatus, supplies, etc., will be set forth 
in a current expense budget which will follow this report.

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NORTHERN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL 

MARQUETTE 

To the Honorable, The State Board of Education : 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit, herewith, my official report 
as President of the Northern State Normal School, for the biennial 
period July 1, 1912 to July 1, 1914. 

GROUNDS 

The Northern State Normal School campus is composed of twenty 
acres situated about one mile from the business center of the city. That 
part of the campus which immediately surrounds the buildings has been 
laid out by an experienced landscape gardener who made a detailed 
plat of the grounds. The rest of the campus has been left in its natural 
state. The necessary drives and walks have also been built and now 
the campus presents a really attractive and beautiful appearance. 

BUILDINGS 

The buildings of the institution, including the Central Heating plant, 
have up to now r been four in number, three ow r ned by the State while 
the third was erected by private owners for the exclusive use of the 
school. 

The Longyear Hall of Pedagogy which was destroyed by fire in De- 
cember, 1905, and replaced in the Spring of 1907, is a modern fireproof 
building. It consists of three stories and a basement and is built of Mar- 
quette sandstone. The interior is constructed of steel and concrete and 
finished throughout in natural birch. The most modern methods of 
heating, lighting and ventilation are used. In this building are located 
the classrooms of the training school, the Assembly Hall with a seating 
capacity of three hundred fifty, the classrooms of several of the de- 
partments and the offices of the President and Secretary. This build- 
ing was designed as a wing to the main building w T hich was to be built 
later. An annex to this building, filling up the space between the Long- 
year Hall and the main building to be erected, has been built. This 
annex contains the Library above, and in the basement are the rooms 
for Domestic Science. The Library is rapidly outgrowing the space 
which this building allows. 

The Peter White Science Hall was carefully planned as a Science 
Hall and contains laboratories for the departments of natural science, 
physical science, geography and psychology. The natural science 
laboratory is especially well equipped. The rooms are well arranged, 
well heated, well ventilated, and especially well lighted, and the equip- 
ment is modern and up to date. The physical science laboratory is 
also well equipped, modern and up to date. The geographical labora- 
tory is now located in the basement and is neither suitable nor con- 
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venient. For really efficient service this laboratory should have new 
quarters. The psychological laboratory has just been nicely started 
but is severely handicapped on account of room, a class room being used 
for this work, it is impossible to carry out our plans for a first class 
laboratory. Beside the laboratories several class rooms are located in 
this building. The Peter White Science Hall was also built as a wing 
to the main building to be constructed later. An annex to the Science 
Hall has been built occupying the space between the Science Hall and 
the future main building. The annex contains several class rooms and 
a small gymnasium in the basement. This gymnasium is used for 
physical training classes for which it does fairly well, but is altogether 
too small for games. 

The Central Heating Plant has proved a great success. It is connected 
with the various buildings by cement tunnels. It is large enough to 
heat not only all the buildings now erected, but also the main building 
when it shall have been built. The vacuum system and the Johnson 
system of heat regulation have been installed throughout all the build- 
ings. Everything has been done to make the heating plant as efficient 
and economical as possible. 

The Dormitory, erected at a cost of twenty-five thousand dollars by 
Messrs. Longyear and Ayer, is used exclusively for students of the Nor- 
mal School. The business part of running the house is retained by the 
owners. The conduct and welfare of the students is presided over by 
one of the members of the faculty of the school, the Dean of Women. 
These varying interests have worked together very harmoniously, but 
eventually this building should be owned by the State. 

NEW MAIN BUILDING 

The Legislature, at its last session, made an appropriation of $150,000 
for a new main building and $10,000 for its equipment. This building 
is now being erected and will be ready for occupancy in June, 1915, and 
will fill up the open space which was left between the Longyear Hall 
and the Peter White Science Hall. This new building will fill a long 
felt want and will take care of the interests of the school for some 
time. Together with the Longyear Hall of Pedagogy and the Peter 
White Science Hall the new building will make one large building with 
a facade of 300 feet. It is built in the Tudor style of architecture and 
will be one of the most beautiful buildings in the State. It is built of 
Marquette sandstone like the other buildings. This building will contain 
a large auditorium which will do for the future needs of the school 
for many years, and will seat toward 2,000. It will also contain a large 
gymnasium which will take care of the needs of the school for many years. 
It will contain a large library which has been very much needed to 
take care of the books and to provide reading room for the students. 
In addition to these three large rooms it will contain the administration 
offices and a number of class rooms. 

With the addition of the new main building the Northern State Nor- 
mal School is splendidly equipped to carry on the work of a first class 
normal school. 
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ATTENDANCE 



The attendance during the biennial, July 1, 1912-July 1, 1914, has 
shown a slight increase over that of the last biennial period. There is 
no doubt that there would have been a material increase of students 
during this time had it not been for the industrial disturbances which 
have taken place in the Upper Peninsula. Owing to the strike which 
took place in the Copper Country, many students were unable to. attend 
from that part of the Peninsula. It was also feared that the strike 
would extend to the Iron country and this also prevented many stu- 
dents from attending. The attendance of students has been as fol- 
lows :

TRAINING SCHOOL 

Owing to the lack of room the Training School has been very much 
handicapped, but from now on will be able to expand materially. For 
the coming year an additional Critic Teacher has been engaged, and a 
large number of new pupils enrolled, and many more have signified 
their wishes to attend when we are able to accommodate them. The 
expansion of the Training School has become necessary as our Senior 
classes increase in size, unless the amount of practice teaching which 
has been required of them in the past should be lowered. We believe 
this, however, would be going backwards, and hope to increase the 
size of the Training School as much as needed. 

COURSES OF STUDY 

The following courses of study are now offered in the Northern State 
Normal School: 

1. The Rural School Course. This course is designed to prepare 
teachers for service in the rural schools of the State. The studies re- 
quired cover all common school branches and some advanced work in 
English, science, mathematics and history. Work is also required in 
psychology and school management. Twenty-four weeks of observa- 
tion and practice in the Training School are also required. Graduates 
in this course are given certificates valid in Michigan for three years 
in schools not employing more than two teachers. 

2. Graded School Course. This is a forty-two weeks' course for 
graduates from approved high schools and is designed especially to 
prepare teachers in the primary and grammar grades in city and village 
schools. 

3. Life Certificate Course. This is a two-year course for high school 
graduates, or those who have had an equivalent training, and prepares 
teachers for service in any grade of the state public school system. 

4. Life Certificate Course for principals and superintendents. This 
course of study leads advantageously to the work of superintendents 
and principals. It is of a flexible nature and under the advice of a 
faculty committee on electives and that of the president, it may be 
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adjusted to the needs of those who expect to become principals or 
superintendents. 

5. The Kindergarten Course. A two years' course for high school 
or college graduates. 

6. Public School Music Course. A two .years' course for high school 
graduates designed to prepare supervisors in music for schools of the 
state. 

7. The Public School Drawing Course. A two years' course for high 
school graduates designed to prepare supervisors of drawing. 

8. The Domestic Science and Art Course. A two years' course for 
high school graduates, designed to prepare teachers of domestic science 
and art. 

9. In addition to the above courses a preparatory course of two years 
is offered for students who have not yet finished the high school, and 
also to bridge over the ground between the Rural School Course and 
the other normal school courses. 

10. Classes in the branches required by law for the various county 
certificates are on the schedule during the regular year so that students 
desiring to prepare for the county examinations can always be ac- 
commodated. 

During the past biennial period the faculty of the school has spent 
much time and care in revising the courses of study with a view to 
making them as practical as possible to meet the needs of the Upper 
Peninsula schools. 

One of the important practical needs in the Upper Peninsula is the 
efficient teaching of English. To meet this need a special course in 
Oral and Written English is now required of all students. This is not 
a course in technical English or English Grammar but a course designed 
to help students in their everyday teaching. 

During the past two years the importance of Agriculture has come 
very much to the front in the Upper Peninsula. The Normal School 
has endeavored to do its share in keeping pace with this movement. 
Courses in Practical Agriculture have been added to the Rural and 
Graded School courses, as most of the students from these courses 
teach in rural schools. Among other things given in this course, it 
covers the work laid out in the Michigan Course of Study. Every 
student must become proficient in the use of the Babcock milk tester, 
the testing of seeds, and do actual work in the school gardens as well 
as the regular textbook work. Many graduates of this course have 
already installed testers in their districts and are doing good work. 

The educational courses have been revised very carefully with a view 
to making them as practical as possible. The courses in psychology 
have been made as educational as possible. The department of educa- 
tion and the Superintendent of the Training School have co-operated 
in reorganizing the courses in Education and Teaching so as to bring 
the theoretical and practical aspects of the subjects into thorough union. 

A course in cooking has been added to the Rural School Course. 

The principle followed in revising the courses of study has been that 
of meeting the actual needs of the public schools of the state. 
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SOCIAL LIFE 



Several literary societies do much to add to the social life of the 
school. They have proved of much benefit to the students. They are 
heartily supported by the faculty, many of whom are regular attend- 
ants at their meetings. These societies prove a great help in the prac- 
tice of public speaking, debating, literary composition and music. 

During the past two years the girls of the school have been thoroughly 
organized into the Student Girls' League. This league has done much 
for the social and moral welfare of the student. Committees from 
the League meet all incoming trains, take care of the new students, 
show them to the Normal School, conduct them to their rooming and 
boarding places, and in a variety of ways, help the new students to get 
into the best life of the school and to avoid anything that might be harm- 
ful to them. The faculty and students alike feel that this new move- 
ment is a powerful factor for good in the school. 

The faculty has taken great interest in the social and moral welfare 
of the students and has systematized its efforts in promoting these 
ends. Much efficient work is being done in this important part of 
student life. 

SUMMER SESSION 

In this school the summer session has become of great importance, 
one of the most important terms in the year.- It reaches a large class 
of students and teachers who otherwise would not be able to take ad- 
vantage of Normal School training. The attendance at the summer 
school is larger than that of any other term. The summer sessions in 
the past few years have been remarkable for thorough, earnest and 
enthusiastic work. Many successful and mature teachers take advantage 
of the summer session. For the last several summers the attendance 
at the summer sessions has been as follows:

The work of the summer session aims to carry on the regular work 
of the Normal School, and also supply the needs of those students who 
come for a review, of special subjects, or to prepare for the county 
teachers' examinations. To meet the needs of teachers studying for 
county certificates a large number of institute review courses are offered. 
In these courses thorough academic instruction is given in the subjects 
pursued and also emphasis is placed upon methods and devices in 
teaching. 

The summer session institute classes were given in the following 
subjects: 

1. Orthography and Spelling. 

2. Arithmetic. 

3. Theory and Art. 
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4. Civil Government of the United States. 

5. History and Government of Michigan. 

6. State Manual and Course of Study.

NEW FEATURES 

It is planned during the coming Fall to issue a monthly publication, 
edited by the faculty and students. Its aim will be to reflect the life 
of the school. All the departments of the school will be represented, as 
well as the alumni, in its contributions. This publication will fill a want 
and we hope will prove of great value and interest to the alumni and 
students of the school. 

During the past year a Students' Loan Fund has been created through 
the gift of Miss Mary E. Moore, of Marquette, Michigan, to be known as 
the "Mary E. Moore Student Loan Fund." This fund consists of 
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$1,000 to be loaned to young women students who would be unable 
otherwise to continue their work in the school. 

A Board of Control, consisting of the' President of the School and 
two other members of the faculty appointed by him, is to have exclusive 
management of the fund. The conditions governing loans from the 
fund are as follows: The student must have been in residence at least 
one term, and during the entire time of residence must have had a good 
record for character, conduct and scholarship. She must be vouched 
for by at least one person in high standing, not in any way connected 
with the school. Upon receiving a loan the student must give her note 
for the amount, and this will bear interest at 3 per cent until the ex- 
piration of one year after leaving the school. But the note may be 
paid before this date at the convenience of the borrower. If necessary, 
the note may be renewed for one additional year, but will then bear 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent and must be paid at or before the 
expiration of this year. No student may borrow more than two hun- 
dred dollars from the fund. 

This method of loaning the money is believed by the donor and the 
board of control to be more beneficial than a gift would be, as it is 
a business transaction in which both the borrower and the school are 
benefited, the former by being able to continue her study, and the latter 
by helping a good student in residence, and by gradually increasing the v 
amount of the loan fund. 

PLAN OF BUILDINGS 

The original plan of the buildings for the school was to have one 
large building, consisting of a main part with wings joined on either 
side. Both of these wings have been built as detached buildings. Boom 
was left between for the placing of the main building. The main build- 
ing is now being erected and will be completed in the Spring of 1915, 
thus completing the original plan. 

SPECIAL NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL 

The Legislature was asked for an appropriation of $150,000, which 
was granted, for the erection of the main building. A very careful esti- 
mate of the cost of such a building had been made before asking for the 
appropriation but owing to the increased price of material when the 
contract was let, it was found necessary to cut out certain parts of the 
contract for the building. The gymnasium was to have been finished by 
a lining of pressed brick. It was estimated that by leaving out this 
part of the brick and leaving the gymnasium unfinished, $2,650 could 
be saved. This was done thus leaving the gymnasium unfinished. I 
would sincerely recommend that the next legislature appropriate the 
above amount for the finishing of the gymnasium. 

During the past two years the roof of the Peter White Science Hall 
has been leaking badly. A number of attempts have been made to stop 
it by patching, but it has been found that the roof, which is of shingles, 
is practically all worn out. The leaking can only be stopped by a new 
roof. I would recommend that the Legislature appropriate the sum of 
$ 1,500.00 to put on a new asbestos shingle roof. We have found by ex- 
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perience that a slate roof is not practical in this climate but that the 
best roof for standing the climate and weather is an asbestos shingle 
roof. 

The outside wood work of the old buildings is badly in need of paint 
and the sum of $500.00 is needed for this work. The wood work should 
not be allowed to go longer than necessary without repainting. 

The City of Marquette has notified us that it is absolutely necessary 
for them to put in new sewers in this part of the city and that we shall 
be called upon to pay our proportion of the assessment. I would recom- 
mend that sufficient appropriation be made to cover such an assessment, 
the amount of which will soon be made known to us. 

All of the above are really needed by the school and are respectfully 
called to your attention. 

OUTLOOK 

The Northern State Normal School has reached the point in its his- 
tory when it can look forward to greater growth and prosperity. It 
has now alumni teaching in all the cities and villages of the Upper 
Peninsula, who, by their excellent work, are showing the value of the 
school and its training. The outlook for a larger number of students 
from now on is very good. The buildings have been in an uncompleted 
condition for a number of years, but now with the new main building 
and its equipment the school will be able to meet any demands made 
upon it. The commissioners, superintendents and teachers in the Upper 
Peninsula are showing a fine spirit toward the school and the desire for 
co-operation is greater than ever before. The Northern State Normal 
School can not for many years be a very large school owing to the fact 
that there is not a large population in the Upper Peninsula and that 
its towns are at wide distances apart. The Eural population of the 
Upper Peninsula is not large compared with that of the cities. How- 
ever, it is becoming more general in the Upper Peninsula to ask for 
trained teachers in the schools, and this will bring about an increase 
in the number of students who will go to the Normal Schools to pre- 
pare for teaching. 

The spirit of the school is excellent among both instructors and stu- 
dents. The faculty is doing good efficient work, and the students are 
earnest and enthusiastic. Altogether the outlook for the future of the 
school is much better than it has been at any other time in its hostory.

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WESTERN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL 

KALAMAZOO 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit herewith my official report as 
President of the Western State Normal School for the biennial period 
beginning July 1, 1912, and closing June 30, 1914. 

HISTORICAL, SKETCH 

The legislature that convened in 1903 passed a bill providing for the 
establishment of a fourth State Normal School in Michigan. Governor 
Bliss signed the bill and the State Board of Education eventually 
selected Prospect Hill in Kalamazoo as the site of the new institution. 
In March, 1904, the State Board of Education elected a principal and 
the school was opened July 1st of that year. The first summer session 
was held in the Central High School building. At the opening of the 
fall term the school was transferred to the old College building which 
served as its home through the school year. The summer session of 
1905 was again held in the Central High School and Vine Street build- 
ings, and in the fall of that year the Administration Building was com- 
pleted and the school was established in its permanent home. In 1907 
the Gymnasium was completed as was the addition to the Administra- 
tion Building, connecting the latter with the Gymnasium. The legis- 
lature of 1907 made an appropriation for the Training School Building 
and this structure was completed in 1909. The legislature of 1913 made 
an appropriation for a Science Building and a heating plant, and these 
two buildings will be ready for occupancy at the opening of the winter 
term, 1915.

IMPROVEMENTS DURING THB BIENNIAL PERIOD 

During the school year 1912-13 few permanent improvements were 
made owing to the lack of funds. In the second year of the biennial 
period beginning July .1, 1913 and closing June 30, 1914, a very consid- 
erable number of notable improvements have been made. Among these 
are: 

1. Large additions to the library. 

2. The decoration of interior walls in the main building. 

3. Important additions to gymnasium equipment including a new 
cover for the running track. 

4. Machinery and other equipment for the manual training depart- 
ment available through a special fund of $5,000 appropriated by the 
legislature. 

5. The science building at a cost of $75,000. 

6. The heating plant to be completed in January at a cost of $40,000. 

7. The purchase of an athletic field with improvements already begun. 

8. Important accessions of furniture for the library, office and recita- 
tion rooms. 

9. Added equipment for the music department including pianos and 
victrola. 

10. Valuable accessions to the collection of pictures. 

GROWTH OP THE LIBRARY 

The library began its existence as an organized department in the fall 
term of 1905. It then consisted of 1,195 volumes accessioned and classi- 
fied. Since that time the library has grown not rapidly but steadily. 
In October, 1913, the library passed the 10,000 volume mark that in the 
library world divides the class called "small libraries" from the class 
called "libraries." At the present time the library numbers 12,000 
volumes which have been carefully selected and accessioned. The li- 
brary regularly receives periodicals to the total number of 146, and 
possesses 34 complete sets of the most needed magazines. At the present 
time students of the normal draw for reference about 735 books each 
week and also draw for additional use in the reading room about 2,100 
volumes a week. 

NEW SCIENCE BUILDING 

The new science building which stands 150 feet west of the gym- 
nasium is nearing completion. It is a full three story structure 1471^ 
feet long and 79% feet wide running north and south. The main en- 
trance is to the east and the building will conform in exterior archi- 
tecture to the other buildings on the campus. The first floor will be 
occupied by the departments of geography and psychology. The bio- 
logical sciences (botany, zoology, physiology, nature study and agri- 
culture), will be housed on the second floor. The third floor will be de- 
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voted to chemistry and physics. The suites of rooms occupied by the 
several departments will be planned and equipped with the special needs 
of each department in view. The science hall as a whole will be a mod- 
ern structure as to plumbing, heating, lighting, ventilating and fire 
protection. With the splendid facilities which will be afforded by the 
completed structure the courses in science will be increased in number 
and the quality and effectiveness of the work will naturally show marked 
improvement. 

NORMAL ATHLETIC FIELD 

The legislature of 1909 made an appropriation for the purchase of 
an athletic field. In 1913 the State Board of Education authorized the 
purchase of a splendid tract of 13 acres of ground lying just across Oak- 
land Drive from the Normal School. The field has been carefully sur- 
veyed, graded, drained and seeded. Thoroughly modern football and 
baseball fields will be constructed and eventually suitable stands and 
bleachers will be erected. The field will include a modern quarter-mile 
cinder track. It is planned to make the athletic field serviceable in 
every respect so that it will be one of the most attractive athletic 
grounds to be found among the Normal Schools of the United States. 
Students, graduates, instructors in the school and friends outside have 
contributed generously of funds toward the purchase and equipment of 
the new field.

The Western State Normal School offers the following courses of 
study :

7. The Eural School Courses I and II. 

A large number of leading normal schools of the middle west are now 
offering advanced courses which give more adequate preparation for 
service in the elementary grades and also give students better prepara- 
tion for teaching in the high schools. After ten years of careful observa- 
tion of the public school conditions of western Michigan, I am fully satis- 
fied that the time has come when it will be wise to establish an advanced 
course at the Western Normal which will require a residence of three 
years and lead to the degree of bachelor of pedagogy. Such action, if taken, 
would add but little to the running expenses of the school and would meet 
a real and increasing demand of many of the smaller high schools of 
western Michigan for better prepared teachers. At the present time 
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there is not a sufficient supply of high school instructors from the uni- 
versity and colleges to supply the demand made by the schools of this 
section. 

RURAL SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 

The Eural School Department which was organized with the estab- 
lishment of the Western Normal in 1904 has continued to more than 
justify the wisdom of the State Board of Education in making provision 
for this new departure. It will always be a matter of interest in the 
history of public school education in the United States that the first 
fully organized Eural School Department in a State Normal School 
with a director in charge was established at Kalamazoo with the crea- 
tion of the Western Normal. During the past biennial period the total 
attendance was 140. During the biennial period certificates to teach in 
rural schools were granted to 104 candidates. 

The model district school established six years ago, had been used 
for the purpose of demonstrating the expert handling of such schools 
and much benefit has resulted for the students who are preparing to 
teach in district schools. This school is located at Oakwood, two and 
one-half miles from the Normal on the trolley line. 

In May, 1907, the Annual Eural Progress lecture was established as 
a permanent feature of the department. Thus far eight lectures have 
been given which rank in significance with any contributions which have 
been made toward the solution of the general problem of country life dur- 
ing the past eight years. The list of lecturers with their topics, is as 
follows :

Not only in Michigan but throughout the country much attention 
has been attracted to the Eural School Department which is unique in 
its organization among the state normals of the United States. It is 
probable that this department has made a greater contribution toward 
understanding and improving social and educational conditions in rural 
communities than has been made by any other state normal during the 
past ten years. 

NORMAL EXTENSION COURSE 

In 1905 the State Board of Education authorized the granting of an 
extension life certificate to mature students who (1) are high school 
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graduates, (2) have taught six years, (3) under the direction of the 
Normal School faculty have completed work as follows: (a) three sum- 
mer terms in residence, (b) two years of non-resident work. This non- 
resident work is either (1) class work at some center within range of 
the school, so that an instructor can meet students once a week, usually 
on Saturdays, or (2) carefully organized courses taken by corres- 
pondence. 

Since 1905, the Western State Normal School has permitted properly 
qualified students to avail themselves of the opportunities presented by 
the extension course. Altogether more than 200 students have en- 
rolled for work in the eight years from 1907 to 1914 inclusive, 86 ex 
perienced teachers have completed the work for the extension life cer- 
tificate. 

The general standard of scholarship has been high. A considerable 
number of those who have undertaken extension work have later entered 
upon and completed the life certificate course in residence. A gratifying 
feature of the work has been the number of advanced students who, 
after having completed residence courses here and elsewhere, have taken 
the extension courses to secure competent direction in continuing their 
professional and special studies beyond the point required for legal 
certification. 

SUMMER TEEM 

During the summer term, 1914, the enrollment from Michigan repre- 
sented 44 counties, namely: Allegan, Antrim, Barry, Bay, Benzie, Ber- 
rien, Branch, Calhoun, Cass, Cheboygan, Clinton, Eaton, Genesee, Grand 
Traverse, Gratiot, Hillsdale, Houghton, Ingham, Ionia, Jackson, Kala- 
mazoo, Kent, Lake, Lenawee, Marquette, Mason, Mecosta, Midland, 
Montcalm, Muskegon, Newaygo, Oakland, Oceana, Ogemaw, Osceola, 
Ottawa, Saginaw, Shiawassee, St. Joseph, Tuscola, Van Buren, Wash- 
tenaw, Wayne and Wexford. Among the counties most largely repre- 
sented were: Allegan, 50; Barry, 35; Berrien, 38; Branch, 32; Calhoun, 
43; Cass, 30; Hillsdale, 34; Kalamazoo, 137; Kent, 61; Ottawa, 52; 
St. Joseph, 38; Van Buren, 84. The wide distribution of the summer 
school constituency is shown by the fact that these students represent 
227 different towns and cities in Michigan. About one-half of the sum- 
mer students are preparing for service in country schools. As hereto- 
fore an encouraging feature of the summer term, 1914, is found in the 
large number of superintendents and principles who were in attendance. 
Fourteen commissioners representing the counties of Allegan, Barry, 
Berrien, Branch, Calhoun, Cass, Eaton, Hillsdale, Kalamazoo, Kent, 
Oceana, Ottawa, St. Joseph, and Van Buren were in attendance during 
the term and rendered valuable service in many ways. 

From the outset the summer term at Kalamazoo has been of great 
service to the teachers of western Michigan. 

In continuation of the policy of the preceding summer terms several 
well known educators were engaged to lecture to the students.

NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL 

The budget will include an itemized estimate of the needed appropria- 
tion for current expenditures for the biennial period from July 1, 1915 
to June 30, 1917. The legislature of 1913 granted to the Western Nor- 
mal much needed relief by increasing the appropriation for curreiit ex- 
penses and making provision for two needed buildings, the Science 
building and the heating plant. It has been possible during the last 
year to relieve a number of over worked instructors and to provide 
some of the much needed equipment in the library, recitation rooms and 
laboratories. The immediate specific needs of the school are as fol- 
lows: (1) A sufficient appropriation for current expenses to provide 
for two additional janitors and eight instructors. The current expense 
appropriation should also make provision for reasonable increase in 
salaries to some of the instructors a number of whom are underpaid. 
(2) An appropriation of $75,000 is needed for the erection of a Manual 
Training building. The work in this important department is now car- 
ried on in one of the public school buildings under serious disadvantages. 
The sum of $15,000 is needed to complete the manual training equip- 
ment. (3) The second immediate building need of tbe Normal School is 
a library. Our books at present are housed in three recitation roojns 
which give insufficient space for either library or reading room. A 
library such as is demanded by present needs and future growth of the 
school will require an appropriation of approximately $75,000. To 
equip such a building will require an additional appropriation of $15,000. 
(4) The grounds of the Western Normal have long been neglected and 
the time is certainly ripe for a small appropriation to provide such 
grading and ornamentation of the grounds as to make a suitable campus 
for a State Normal School. The sum of $5,000 will make it possible to 
complete the work at one time. (5) An appropriation of $8,000 is 
needed for reasonable improvement of the new athletic field in addition 
to the voluntary contributions now being made by students, graduates, 
instructors and friends of the school. (6) Beyond immediate needs of 
the school are others that should be considered in any comprehensive 
plan in making provision for complete and final equipment of the school. 
Among these are 

1. An auditorium. 

2. An addition to the gymnasium. 

3. An addition to the training school building. 

4. Two dormitories to properly house a portion of the student con- 
stituency. 

It will be greatly to the advantage of all who are connected with the 
Western Normal if provision shall be made by the legislature of 1915 
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either by mill tax or by a stated special appropriation running through 
a number of years for the complete equipment of the school which shall 
include all of the buildings and other items enumerated above.
